The Voice of the Sacred Heart 


The Five Principal Desires Revealed by Our Savior to 
St. Margaret Mary Alacoque 
} T was for love of us that the Heart of Jesus was formed 
Z| in the bosom of Mary. It pulsated, It prayed, It suffered 
for our salvation. It dictated those touching pages of 
the Gospel, and It was the origin of the Sacraments. 
The Heart of Jesus by means of Its mysterious Wound 
gave birth to the Church, according to the holy Fathers, and from the 
tabernacle It sustains, directs and consoles Its children. It is this 
Heart which inspires all our sacrifices, sanctifies all our sorrows, and 
is the source of all our virtues. It is this Heart that pardons us in 
the sacred tribunal of penance, and which speaks to us by the inspira- 
tions of grace. It is this Heart which gave us Mary to be our Mother. 
It is this Heart, in a word, which is the source, as well as the channel, 
of all celestial gifts. 
It was while St. Margaret Mary knelt before the Most Blessed 
Sacrament that our Savior appeared to her and made the marvelous 
revelations which enkindle so many hearts with love today. It was 
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from out the Sacred Host that she heard the voice of Jesus, His 
pleadings, His cries, wrung from His Heart by the very torment of 
love because ungrateful.men showed Him no return of love. 


I. Desire: Devotion to the Sacred Heart 


Let us with humble hearts, with hearts overflowing with heavenly 
fervor, go in spirit to the Chapel of Paray-le-Monial, that privileged 
chapel of the revelations, full as it is of mystery, and in company 
with St. Margaret Mary, the confidante of .gur Savior, listen to the 
desires expressed by His Sacred Heart. The voice we hear is that of 
the same merciful Jesus who dwells there with all His tenderness, 
compassion and love. 

“My Heart,” He revealed to St. Margaret Mary, “is so full of 
love for men, that It can no longer contain the flames of Its burning 
love. It must, by your means, spread them abroad, and manifest 
Itself to men to enrich them with the treasures It contains. 

“I discover to you the price of these treasures: these are the 
healing and sanctifying graces which alone are capable to save men 
from the abyss of perdition.” 

Three things deserve special notice in this apparition: 1) The 
Person who thus appears. Christ did not send an angel to reveal 
to man the devotion to His Sacred Heart. He brought the tidings of 
this precious gift to us in Person. 2) The end and object of the 
apparition, namely, to set all hearts on fire with the love of God, and 
to communicate to us the priceless treasures of His mercy — treasures 
which, to use the words of Christ Himself, “are the healing and sanc- 
tifying graces which alone are capable to save man from the abyss 
of perdition.” 3) The manner.of the apparition. The Heart flaming 
with love, the rays, the Cross, the thorns, the Wound —all tell 
us in accents most eloquent of the boundless love that fills the Heart 
of Jesus for each one of us. 


Reasons for Practicing Devotion to the Sacred Heart 


1. It is the manifest will of Christ, made known; a) by His own 
sacred lips to St. Margaret Mary Alacoque; b) by the authority of 
the Church, which has given its warmest approval to the practice of 
this devotion; c) by the action of Divine Providence which has 
wonderfully blessed this devotion. 

2. True devotion to the Sacred Heart is devotion to the Most 
Blessed Sacrament. About seventy times our Savior appeared to St. 
Margaret Mary to reveal the mercies and treasures of His loving 
Heart, and sixty-three of these times she beheld Him before the taber- 
nacle. Graces necessary for every state of life, in every need and

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under every trial are promised to those who are fervent venerators 
of the Sacred Heart. This devotion is an excellent means of advancing 
in perfection: “The tepid will become fervent, whilst the fervent will 
attain to the highest perfection.” — The truth of this revelation has 
been experienced repeatedly. 

3. It secures for us a true Friend,— One to whom we may at 
all times have recourse, and who is most willing and able to help 
us. All other friends may abandon us, but the loving Heart of Jesus 
will never leave us. With a friend so devoted and so powerful, what 
need we fear? 

4. It is a pledge of our salvation. “Our Lord has made known 
to me that no one who is devout to His Sacred Heart will be lost.” — 
Words of St. Margaret Mary. 

5. The wonderful promises in favor of those who practice and 
propagate devotion to the Sacred Heart. “My Divine Master has 
shown me that the names of many were inscribed in ‘letters. of- gold 
on His Sacred Heart, and that on this account He would never permit 
them to be effaced therefrom. The names are of those who, animated 
with the desire of procuring honor for His Sacred Heart, have earnestly 
labored to make It known and loved.” 

Oh, let us turn to the Sacred Heart! St. Margaret Mary writes: 
“IT say with certainty that were it known how pleasing this devotion 
is to Jesus Christ, there is no one, howsoever cold his love may be, 
who would not at once practice it.” 


II. Desire: Frequent Communion of Reparation and 
Celebration of the First Friday 


Despite the excess of love shown to man, our Savior was forced 
to lament! “Behold this Heart which has loved men so much,” He 
exclaimed, “that It spared no sacrifice, not even death and annihilation, 
in order to testify to them Its love. And in return I receive from the 
greater part of mankind only ingratitude, by reason of the contempt, 
irreverence, sacrilege, and coldness which they show Me in this Sacra- 
ment of Love.” Jesus continued: “This I feel more keenly than all 
I endured in My Passion. If they would answer love for love, I 
should look upon all I have done for them as little, and I should, 
if that were possible, do still more. But they meet My eagerness 
to do them good only with coldness and rebuffs. Do thou at least, 
give Me the consolation of supplying for their ingratitude, as far as 
thou art able. I have a burning thirst to be honored by men in 
the Blessed Sacrament, and I find scarcely anyone who strives accord- 
ing to My desire to allay this thirst by making Me some return... 
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Do thou at least give Me pleasure by making atonement for their 
ingratitude... Thou shalt receive Me in Holy Communion as often 
as obedience permits thee... Thou shalt communicate every first 
Friday of the month...” 

Thus did our Savior express clearly and distinctly that precisely 
by the reception of Holy Communion He desires to see His Sacred 
Heart honored. It might be objected that His command was meant 
only for Saint 
Margaret Mary. 
True it is, that 
we are not bound 
to receive Holy 
Communion on 
the feast of the 
Sacred Heart or 
on the first Fri- 
day of the 
month; but it is 
likewise true that 
the Communion 
of Reparation, 
when made on 
these days, is the 
most pleasing, 
the most accept- 
able, and there- 
fore the most 
sublime practice 
of the devotion 
to His Sacred 





In Holy Communion, Jesus proves to us His eternal love, 
His immeasurable love, His unfathomable love. Heart, and who- 


soever receives 


Holy Communion in this disposition may rest assured that he pleases 
the Sacred Heart by his spirit of reparation and atoning love. 

That this invitation to receive the Communion of Reparation. on 
these days is also meant for us, follows from the promise: “And I 
promise that My Heart shall open wide to pour out plentifully the 
influence of Its love upon all those who shall give such honor to It, 
or cause it to be given.” 

The First Friday of the month is dedicated to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus and is consequently called “Sacred Heart Friday.” Friday, 
in general, takes an important part in the empire of grace. We need 
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but consider Good Friday. Our Lord’s choice is significant in selecting 
Friday for the Communion of Reparation; He would impress upon 
us that the Holy Eucharist is the “Memorial of His Passion” through 
which our souls have been redeemed. 

Whenever you prepare yourself for the Communion of Reparation, 
make this or the following intention: “My Lord, I will now receive 
this Holy Communion for love of Thee, in atonement for all coldness 
and sins whereby mankind has ever offended Thee in the Sacrament 
of Love.” How pleasing to the Sacred Heart of Jesus will this pure 
intention be! You will certainly also experience the fulfillment of 
His loving promise: “I will be their refuge during life, and above 
all in death.” 

Many and great graces are also attached to the devotion of the 
“Nine Fridays.” * 

Ill. Desire: The Holy Hour 

The pious practice of the Holy Hour is a devotion taught by our 

Lord Himself to St. Margaret Mary Alacoque. It, therefore, has its 
: origin in the very 

Heart of Jesus. 
When the saint 
was once praying 
before the Most 
Blessed Sacra- 
ment exposed, 
Our Lord ap- 
peared to her 
surrounded with 
light. After re- 
questing of her 
the Communion 
of Reparation on 
the first Friday, 
He added: “and 
make the Holy 
~ Hour in My 

honor.” 

“Every Thurs- 

day night,” He said, “I will make thee participate in the mortal

Jesus, agonizing in the Garden of Gethsemane 
is consoled by an angel. 
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sadness which I felt in the Garden of Olives; without being able 
to understand it, this sadness will reduce thee to a state of agony 
harder to bear than death. And so that thou mayest join Me in 
the humble prayer I then offered to My Father in My agony, thou 
wilt prostrate thyself for an hour, between eleven o’clock and mid- 
night, with thy face to the earth, in order to appease the Divine 
anger by imploring mercy for sinners and also to console Me in some 
measure for the sorrow I felt when My apostles abandoned Me, so 
that I was obliged to reproach them for not being able to watch one 
hour with Me, and during this hour thou wilt do as I shall teach thee.” 

In another place the saint adds: “He told me at that time that 
every Thursday night I was to rise at the hour He had indicated and 
say the ‘Our Father’ and ‘Hail Mary’ five times prostrate on the 
ground, together with five acts of adoration which He had taught 
me, so as to render Him homage in the extreme agony that He suffered 
on the night of His Passion.” 

Our Lord Himself told St. Margaret Mary in what spirit the Holy 
Hour should be made. To be convinced of this we have only to recall 
what the Sacred Heart asked of His servant. It was: — 

1) To appease the Divine anger. 

2) To implore mercy for sinners. 

3) To make reparation for the flight of the apostles. 

Love and reparation are implied in these three acts. The love 
of compassion and the spirit of reparation are necessary sentiments 
for the Holy Hour, though no special form of prayer is prescribed. 

Priests will find in the Holy Hour a means of fostering fervor and 
devotedness to Jesus in the Holy Eucharist, in His Passion, and to 
their sacerdotal vocation. ; 

Religious communities which have adopted this practice have ex- 
perienced an abundant outpouring of Divine grace, together with a 
marked increase in the religious spirit, especially in the virtue of 
charity and in the fervent observance of religious discipline. 

For the laity, the Holy Hour is a source of strength and conso- 
lation. It will do much to make their lives more spiritual and to 
draw them closer to God. They may at this time recommend to God 
all their spiritual and temporal concerns, and invoke the blessing of 
the Sacred Heart upon their family and friends. 

“Couldst thou not watch one hour with Me?” is the complaint 
of unrequited love. O sorrowing Savior, we hasten to offer Thee our 
reparation. With the angel of Gethsemane let us bear Thee company 
and offer Thee consolation. Beneath the olive trees we shall under- 
stand better the value of souls, of the sufferings and of the Blood of 
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a God made man. We shall go forth from our Holy Hour more 
deeply penetrated by the malice of sins, more generously animated 


by a spirit of sacrifice, and more tenderly devoted to our suffering 
God of love. 


IV. Desire: Institution of a Solemn Feast in Honor of 
His Sacred Heart 

In order to make known to all Christians the object of His longing 
desires, our Lord asked for the institution of the Feast of the Sacred 
Heart. In the Church, this feast is nothing else than a feast of repara- 
tion by love and of love by reparation. 

Let us read the exact text of the revelation in which the Son of 
God, our dear Redeemer, charges His privileged disciple, St. Margaret 
Mary, to cause the Feast of the Sacred Heart to be celebrated: — 

“Once when before the Blessed Sacrament,” she says, “on a day 
in the octave of Corpus Christi, I received from my God excessive 
graces of His love, and I felt myself filled with the desire of making 
Him some acknowledgment and return of love. He said'to me: “Thou 
canst not make Me a greater return than by doing what I have so 
many times asked of thee.’ Then exposing to me His Divine Heart, 
He said: ‘Behold this Heart which has so loved men that It has»spared 
nothing, even to exhausting and consuming Itself, in order to ‘testify 
Its love. In return I receive from the greater number only ingratitude 
by their irreverence and sacrilege, and by the coldness and contempt 
they have for Me in this Sacrament of love... Therefore, ] ask thee 
that the First Friday after the octave of Corpus Christi be dedicated 
as a special feast to honor My Heart by communicating on that day 
and making public reparation for the insults and outrages that It has 
received when exposed upon the altars. I promise thee that My Heart 
shall dilate and abundantly pour out the influence of Its Divine love 
upon all who will render or procure It this honor.” 

Within late years, greater solemnity has been connected with the 
celebration of the Feast of the Sacred Heart. Love, suffering and 
the Sacred Humanity of Jesus form the principal idea of the feast 
in the liturgy of the Mass and the Divine Office. The new Mass of 
the feast includes a glorification of that love of Christ which sacrificed 
Itself for us through suffering, and which is ever calling to us and 
offering protection. All our confidence is in Christ, St. Paul tells us 
in the epistle, in Christ who must dwell in our hearts through faith and 
charity. The Gospel explains the source of the fountains of grace: 
“A soldier opened His side with a lance and immediately Blood and 
water came forth.” The Preface speaks of this piercing of the Sacred 
Side: “That the opened Heart, a treasury of Divine bounty, may pour 
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forth upon us floods of compassion and grace.” May this Heart, 
“which never ceases to burn with love for us, be a haven of rest 
to the pious and a salutary refuge for sinners.” The purpose of the 
feast is to make us love our Lord more and more, and to realize the 
outrages committed against 
Him in the Holy Eucharist. 
Hence, atonement _ services 
with a solemn consecration to 
the Sacred Heart take place 
on this day. 

Rev. Father Matheo, the 
zealous apostle of the Sacred 
Heart in our times, puts these 
words on the lips of our Sa- 
vior: “My children, you must 
celebrate this ‘Easter’ of My 
mercies with all possible 
splendor. May it be a great 
feast for your souls, by the 

: intimate union of ‘My Heart 
with yours. On that day, re- 
ceive Holy Communion in a 
spirit of homage and repara- 
tion to My Heart, to make 
amends for the insults to 
which It has been subjected 
while exposed on My altars. 
Let it be kept in your home 
as a feast, a joyous feast of

that He may dispel our cares, sanctify our joys : Manne er 
and alleviate our sufferings. the triumphant King, reigning 


in peace and sweetness over 
your family. Let it be a feast radiating light throughout all nations 
which have been conquered by the tears and mercies of their God, 
but are not yet wholly won over to the empire of His love. Let 
it be a universal feast throughout the Church for all ages, to exalt 
the inexpressible sweetness and tenderness of My loving Heart.” 


V. Desire: That the Image of His Sacred Heart be Exposed 
and Venerated ’ 


Our Lord Himself revealed to St. Margaret'Mary His ardent desire 
to see the image of His Sacred Heart exposed and venerated. She 
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writes: “He promised me... that as He is the source of all blessings, 
He will shed them with abundance in all places where the image of 
His Divine Heart will be set up and honored. He further assured 
me that He took a singular pleasure in being honored under the 
figure of this Heart of flesh, the image of which He wished to be 
publicly exposed, in order, He added, to touch the insensible hearts 
of men, promising me that He 
would pour in abundance upon 
all those who honor It, all the 
graces with which It is filled, 
and that wherever this image 
would be exposed in order to be 
especially honored, It would at- 
tract all manner of blessings.” 

What a wealth of instruction 
this revelation contains: — 

Our Lord 1) manifests His 
pleasure in being honored under 
the Heart of flesh; 2) expresses 
a desire for this image to be pub- 
licly venerated; 3) invents this 
new expression of love to touch 
the insensible hearts of men; 
4) promises an abundance of 
graces and blessings to those 
who fulfill His desires. 











Bless, O Divine Heart of Jesus, our This Heart is shown to St. 
Christian families. Pour out the treasures 
of Thy love and mercy on every home! Margaret Mary full to overflow- 


ing with vigorous life. “Behold 
this Heart which has so greatly loved men!” Thus spoke our Divine 
Savior to St. Margaret Mary. Similarly does Holy Church speak 
to us, her children, pointing to the image of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. The image of the Sacred Heart, which should be in every 
home, serves to remind us continually of our Savior’s unbounded 
love, and moves us to offer Him praise, gratitude, and profound ado- 
ration. Especially should it remind us of returning this love in all 
sincerity and to give Jesus our heart without reserve. Exactly in 
this does true veneration of the Sacred Heart consist, that we direct 
all our thoughts, desires, and actions in accordance with the will 
and satisfaction of His Heart, and at all times strive to imitate Its 
virtues. 
“God showed me a store of love and of grace which He had 
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kept for each of those who would consecrate themselves to His Heart, 

and according to their opportunities, procure for It some honor 

and glory. How vast that store is, no human words can express.” — 

St. Margaret Mary 

And again, He commands: “Announce it, and let it be announced 

to the whole world that I shall set neither limit nor measure to My 

gifts of grace for those who seek them in My Heart.” Do we want 

more proofs of His boundless love for us? Behold how this Heart 
loves! Assuredly we shall not deny Him our love in return! 





‘Graces from the Merciful Heart of Jesus 


Conversion of an Atheist 


PERSON known for his devotion to the Heart of Jesus, 

related the following circumstance: —‘‘My grandfather, 
when eighty years of age fell dangerously ill. Unfor- 
tunately he was an atheist, who believed neither in the 
existence of God nor the immortality of the soul; he 
had never had the happiness of making his first Holy 
Communion. I endeavored to speak to him of the necessity and beau- 
ty of the Catholic religion, and particularly of the future state of 
the soul; but all my arguments were useless. The month of June 
was about to begin; I resolved to sanctify it, and to invoke daily the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus for the conversion of this poor sinner. 

‘“‘My supplications were not in vain; the first day of this blessed 
month, the merciful Heart of Jesus granted my request; for in the 
evening the parish priest was seen by the bedside of the sick man, 
instructing him in the principal mysteries of religion. The next day, 
my grandfather made his confession and received absolution, after 
which he affectionately thanked the priest, saying: ‘Oh, how happy 
you have made me!’ The day fixed for his first Holy Communion 
was the fourth of June; he was then to receive that God so long 
unknown to him. Children, grandchildren surrounded his bed. He 
afterwards sat up, embraced us all, and wept with joy and happiness. 
This was not the only favor granted by the Heart of Jesus; for grace 
was given him to expiate, by much suffering, a life of sin, and ‘this 
soul passed from life on the last day of the month dedicated to the 
Most Sacred Heart of Jesus.’’ How true it is that we can cbtain 
all we desire during this month of graces, if we invoke the Heart 
of Jesus with fervor and perseverance. 


The Lukewarm Become Fervent 


Abbeville, a small town in the northern part of France was 
visited one day by a very pious priest who had been deeply devoted 
to the Sacred Heart. After spending a few weeks in the town he 
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was accosted one morning by a somewhat elderly woman to hear 
her confession. ‘‘I am unable to do so,’”’ he replied, “for I have not 
the necessary faculties to hear confessions in this diocese; besides 
you have plenty of confessors in the town.’’ The woman answered: 
“T will try to obtain for you the necessary faculties; the salvation 
of my soul is at stake.’””’ These words made a deep impression on 
the mind of the worthy priest, who agreed to meet her in the course 
of a few days. In the meantime he made inquiries about the woman, 
and learned that for years she had been very fervent and active in 
many good works, but little by little she became disgusted with her 
mode of living, had given up her pious practices, and, without as 
yet committing any serious faults, she was adding infidelity to infi- 
delity: she was lukewarm. 

On the day appointed she came to the priest, and revealed the 
dangerous state of her conscience. The confessor, seeing in what a 
great peril her soul was, earnestly exhorted her to pray and spoke 
of the devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. At these words the 
woman replied that she did not like novelties. The priest told her 
to be silent, and made her promise that for eight days she would 
reflect for five minutes on these two questions: ‘‘What has the Heart 
of Jesus done for me?” and ‘“‘What have I done for It?’’ She made 
the promise and kept it. In a week’s time the Heart of Jesus had 
transformed this lukewarm soul into one filled with energy and zeal, 
and she became the apostle of this devotion in that part of the coun- 
try. After some years she died, leaving behind her a wonderful 
reputation for charity and devotedness to the Sacred Heart.

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Enthronement of the Sacred Heart in the Family 





M PRACTICAL way to obtain the blessings which our 
Savior promised to bestow wherever the image of His 
Sacred Heart should be exposed and venerated is the 
Enthronement of the Sacred Heart in the family. By the 
act of Enthronemerit in the home, the family receives 
Jesus as its Lord and Master. What happiness, what confidence this 
knowledge gives: Our Lord has entered our home! How joyfully 
He is offered hospitality! Every member of the family should be 
penetrated by this conviction: Our Lord is with us, full of love and 
meekness. To Him we can take refuge in all our spiritual and 
temporal needs. 

This earth is a vale of tears. What need of any argument to 
prove the truth of these words? Who is there amongst us, where is 
the family that has not experienced in some one of its various forms 
the bitterness of the sorrow, the suffering, which is the lot of every 
child of Adam? And in all the sufferings of this life, where shall 
we find consolation? There are moments of trial, of suffering, in 
everyone’s life, when no human sympathy, not even that of the ‘best, 
the truest of friends, will console. Are we then doomed to suffer 
alone, without help, without consolation? No; help beyond all that 
human beings could give is offered to us. Listen to the Divine 
Lover of our souls: “I will comfort them in all their trials and 
afflictions.” (Third promise of our Lord to St. Margaret Mary.) 
All you who are bowed down beneath the weight of your sufferings, 
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go to the Sacred Heart of Jesus and promise that henceforth you 
will be His loving, devoted disciples, and then you will receive the 
fulfillment of His promise, — the Sacred Heart will comfort you. 

St. Margaret Mary writes: “This Divine Heart is an inexhausti- 
ble fountain, from which flow unceasingly three streams: the first, 
of mercy for sinners in whom the spirit of contrition and penance 
is excited; the second, of charity, whith spreads everywhere for the 
assistance of all the unhappy creatures who are in some distress. . .

How to Enthrone the Sacred Heart in the Home 


As an acknowledgment of the dominion of the King of Love, 
erect a picture or statue of the Sacred Heart of Jesus as on a throne, 
in a prominent place of the home; not in some remote corner to be 
forgotten. It should be in a room where members of the family will 
have opportunity to pray before it and recommend all their needs 
to this all-powerful Friend. Decorate the picture, or if a small altar, 
place lighted candles and flowers upon it. If a priest is present he 
will bless the image during the ceremonial. The picture should have ~ 
been previously blessed if the pastor does not assist. 

All the family kneel around the throne of the Sacred Heart; 
then the priest (or in his absence, the father or mother) reads aloud 
the Act of Consecration, the members of the family repeating each 
sentence together. Absent members should be notified of the inten- 
tion of the family to consecrate itself to the Divine Heart so they 
can join in spirit in the consecration. Rev. Father Matheo (the 
apostle of the Enthronement) suggests that the photographs of the 
deceased members of the family be placed near the throne as a 
touching manifestation of the union between the living and the dear 
departed. 

Each member of the family should write his or her name on 
the document. This should be retained by the family, placed near 
the Enthroned picture as a remembrance of the solemn consecration. 
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Someone may write the names of the absent members on the docu- 
ment; also the names of the deceased with the mark >. 

The anniversary of the event should be celebrated with special 
fervor each year. However, not only once a year, but every month 
the act of consecration should be renewed. Thus not only the church 
will be a sanctuary, a house of worship, but the parental home will 
also be a sacred place, an oratory where God daily receives praise 
and honor from the whole family. 


Blessings Received from the Enthronement

to one of my neighbors, and they had the Enthronement the same 
day we did.” . 

Though the following letter is sad, yet it is the strongest encour- 
agement one could give to turn to the Sacred Heart through the 
Enthronement and the Holy Hour, for it shows the powerful spiritual 
influence of the Sacred Heart on the hearts of men torn by the evils 
of present-day society: — 

“Your kind letter received, and I was oh! so pleased and con- 
soled; also your wonderful books on the Enthronement. I myself 
in my humble way with my two children consecrated the family to 
the Sacred Heart. I carried in my pocket the document of the En- 
thronement to the court house and prayed, as my wife was there.

The heavenly grace and near- 
ness of our dear Lord at that hour can never be explained. My 
boy was enraptured. His love of our dear Lord is inspiring. That 
hour to him and myself and little girl is heavenly. 

“I wish to tell you first, dear Sisters, that all hell is waging a 
terrific battle against us... They want none of me, but they want 
what they can destroy,— my wife and children; and again I must 
lean upon your dear hearts and ask your ever powerful prayers and 
kindly thought... I will not tire you, but as holy Job said, if my 
Lord should slay me, still I will love Him. And as Jesus dying 
on the Cross said, ‘Father, forgive them,’ I plead for my poor wife 
the same prayer. I know that although the whole world is against 
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me, I have the love of the Sacred Heart, and since reading dear 
Father Matheo’s book and making night adoration part of my devo- 
tions, also my acts of Consecration and Enthronement, I know through 
His promise to St. Margaret Mary that He will soon bring peace, 
blessed peace, into my family. I know in court yesterday the Heart 
of Jesus was reigning: I had in my hand a Sacred Heart badge, also 
a Precious Blood badge, and kept repeating over and over, ‘Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, Thy kingdom come’; ‘Sacred Heart of Jesus, I trust 
in Thee.’ I also kept reciting the Memorare. I had my two children 


near me, praying also. For the welfare of her soul and that of. 


the children, the world must not win. Pray, dear Sisters, for her 
conversion. Qh, if she could be as eager to receive Jesus as she 
is to receive this terrible divorce; if she could look back to the 
time when she received Jesus in her childhood days; if she could 
look back on those days when we were at the altar rail together 
in communion with Jesus! But alas! the world, the music of the 
dance, has taken all that away... I assure you of the strength of 
your spiritual aid to me. I have been drawn so close to God 
through your prayers, and feel that every prayer and sigh is work- 
ing slowly a miracle of grace that will bring a lasting peace some- 
where and a soul will be saved.” 

Never before has a time been more opportune, never before 
have we been so sorely in need of the reign of the King of peace. 
The Enthronement of the Sacred Heart will renew the Christian spirit 
in the family. It will make the home a true sanctuary. It will, 
above all, lead to greater love for the living Heart of Jesus in the 
Most Blessed Sacrament, which will result in greater esteem for the 
holy Sacrifice of Mass and daily Communion. When the spirit of 
the Divine Heart influences the family, when His virtues are prac- 
ticed in the home, then the welfare of our nation will be secure.

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Speedy Vengeance 
(Contributed by a Spanish Nun) 





HE following is an account of some of the occurrences 
which took place in Spain in May, 1931 after the fall 
of the Monarchy: — General discontent prevailed on 
account of the dictatorship of General Premier de Ribera, 
and the affection of the nation for its king had gradually 
subsided. At the opening of the courts, which had been closed for 
seven years, a majority of votes of the Republican party favored a 
change of government. Members of the party presented themselvés 
before the palace of the king and demanded his abdication. Alphonse, 
who had always entertained a great love for his country, said that 
under no circumstances should blood be shed. Instead of ordering 
his troops to disperse the discontented mob, he departed for Paris 
to satisfy the demands of the people, but said that he would not 
renounce his right to the crown which he had legitimately inherited. 
The queen and the remainder of the royal family departed a few days 
later. From that day forward Spain was proclaimed a republic, with 
a provisional government which presaged no good for Catholics. For 
a few days, dreadful suspense reigned. 

On the 13th of May an encounter occurred between the Monarchists 
and the Republicans. The latter went to the office of the former and 
attempted to burn the building. Those within defended themselves 
and drove back the mob. The Republicans then vented their rage on 
ten of the principal monasteries of Madrid, among which were the 
residence of the Jesuits and an academy of the Sisters of the Sacred 
Heart. In a short time all the buildings were in flames. That was a 
dreadful day in Madrid. Similar occurrences were repeated in several 
provinces, where churches were attacked with the same ferocity. 

Those were very sad days for Spain and the Church — days on 
which frightful profanations and sacrileges were committed. In several 
instances swift and terrible punishment ensued, showing God’s evident 
displeasure. One of the rebels seized an image of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary and thrust it to the floor. Almost immediately his companions 
noticed that he could not walk and was holding on to the columns 





for support. He said everything was dark. He was taken home and 


the following day was totally blind. 

Another sawed off the legs of an image of the Crucified Savior. 
A few days later he fell from a scaffold without any apparent reason, 
and both his legs were broken in the same place in which he had 
sawed off those of the sacred image. When he regained consciousness 
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he confessed his sins and realized that he had been punished by 
God. Thus did God show mercy to this unhappy man. He died a 
penitent death, asking to have this account published as a warning 
to others. 

Several attempts were made to destroy the statue of the Sacred 
Heart which the king had erected in 1919, but all attempts failed 
utterly. It seems as if heaven itself interfered. Finally three men 
set out in an automobile, determined to destroy the monument, but 
as they drew near, the car stopped for some unaccountable reason 
and could not be made to go farther. One of the men got out, saying 
he would walk the rest of the way, but after going a few steps he 
was restrained by a mysterious invisible power and found it impossible 
to advance. They were therefore obliged to abandon the project. 
Others went up in an aeroplane, intending to destroy the statue with 
bombs, but a dark, heavy cloud enveloped the monument and they 
were unable to put their diabolical plan into effect. Lastly, a third 
party went up boldly, well equipped with instruments suited to the 
purpose, but they came down half crazed, saying that there was a 
living being on the pedestal. 

These incidents clearly show the hardness of such men’s hearts 
and the tenderness with which our Lord seeks to make them understand 
their blindness. Yet in spite of all these sad occurrences there are 
many consoling circumstances in the Spanish situation. On the feast 
of the Immaculate Conception, the Prelates inaugurated a general 
collection for the maintenance of the clergy and it was edifying to 
see how generously the whole nation responded to the call. An old 
woman who was accustomed to stand at the church door asking alms, 
came, like the widow in the Gospel, and emptied her pocket into the 
collection box. Even the poor working men came and offered a 
dollar each. So it can yet be said of Spain: “Behold, there is faith 
in Israel...” 





The Miracle of the Thorn of Andria 


HOSE who read the article in our March issue about the 
holy thorn of Andria in Italy will be interested to know 
that the miraculous liquefaction of blood again took place 
this year as in former years when the feast of the Annun- 
ciation and Good Friday fell on the same day. The papal 

newspaper, the “Osservatore Romano,” gives a detailed account of 

the astounding occurrence under date of March 27, 1932. 

The newspaper account first relates that the Bishop of Andria, 
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Msgr. Bernardi, in a pastoral letter urged his diocesans to beg of God 
by prayer and penance the repetition of the wonderful occurrence and 
to make themselves worthy thereof; and the faithful of the diocese 
fulfilled the wish of their shepherd so well that one might say Andria 
became one unending prayer. The Vatican paper then continues: 
“The state and city officials had provided for an official guard to 
maintain order at the service on Good Friday, for the people remained 
in the church with confident faith. About one o’clock in the afternoon 
the bishop carried the reliquary to the altar of St. Richard, the first 
bishop and patron of Andria, where he exposed the relic. 

‘Before the altar knelt the representative of the cardinal-vicar of 
Rome, Archbishop Palica (hence the representative of the Pope him- 
self). Beside him knelt the army bishop, Msgr. Bartolomasi and the 
<liocesan bishop, Msgr. Bernardi. Then followed the deputy of the 
ward, Ceci, the mayor of Andria, Comm. Coffaro, official civil and 
military representatives, medical men of all degrees, men of science 
and journalists from all parts of Italy. Prof. Henry Bon represented 
the Catholic union of doctors of France. Representatives of all classes, 
men, women, children, religious, regular and secular priests, were 
gathered about the altar so that the ‘whole people’ would be present. 

The first inspection at 1:30 P.M. showed that the crust of blood 
on the thorn in the glass receptacle moved slightly and that the dark 
parts became softer and lighter in. color. At three o’clock the phe- 
nomenon was more distinctly perceivable, and at four o’clock it was 
indisputably evident ‘to. all who had drawn near for the examination. 
The Bishop and Prof. Bon could not restrain their emotion. Then 
came deputy Ceci, the mayor of Andria, the medical. men, prelates 
and other persons of higher rank. One enthusiastic doctor threw up 
his arms. At length, about ten minutes after four, it was clear to 
all present that the miraculous occurrence had again taken place. 
Jubilation, a hosanna and gloria resounded through the church. The 
holy thorn was taken back to the cathedral and till late hours of the 
night the spacious naves of the church were filled with throngs of the 
faithful who came to venerate the sacred relic. 

The notary, Riccardo de Corato, who already on the 23d of March 
had commenced the notarial record with the statement that he had 
by means of microscopic examination established the normal condition, 
namely, that the spots of blood were dry and brown, testified that 
the drops became vivified, took on a sharp outline, and one of them 
expanded. The notarial act was signed by the three bishops, by all 
the official representatives, by the doctors, by the chemists, and journal- 
ists. A telegram to this effect was sent to the Holy Father.

ity. Other souls, under the form of harts, quench their thirst in the waters of grace 
which flow from the Sacraments, especially the Holy Eucharist. The tree of life and 
the manna, types of the Most Blessed Sacrament, are also seen on the tabernacle door. 

This can truly be called a gift of love. The bronze will be plated with gold 
which has been melted from many jewels sent by loving hearts for this purpose to do 
homage to our Hidden God. A generous adorer of the Holy Eucharist magnanimously 
gave of his valuable time and means to have these jewels converted into bullion. 
Finally, a young lady in Chicago is paying for the execution of the tabernacle. How 
many acts of love are merged therein! _May the moment be not too far distant when 
the God of Love will Himself come to take up His dwelling in this tent of love pre- 
pared by so many loving hearts!

Rome. How symbolic! At the centre of Christendom, a fountain 
dedicated to the central Mystery of our holy religion! The triple 
streams of this fountain flow over a triple elevation, likewise deeply

Every 
heart is a sanctuary of secret sorrow; it is enduring wounds from some grief 
fresh or old. In the midst of our sorrows, disappointments, needs, anxieties 
with no earthly friend who can understand, how consoling are the words of 
Lanspergius: “Though the heart of all men be closed against us, let us not 
be disturbed, for the Heart of Jesus will be always faithful and always open.”

I Fear 


I would communicate, but I fear. 

Fear what? 

I fear to commit a sacrilege by communicating without first 
confessing. 

I suppose you have sufficient instruction in religion to be able to 
discern, in the more obvious cases, mortal sin from venial? Now, if 
your conscience does not accuse you of serious sins since your last 
worthy confession, you may banish every fear and communicate with- 
out first confessing; for confession before Communion is required only 
of those who have committed mortal sin and have not confessed it. 
If you are in doubt, you would better consult your confessor, taking 
care then to accept his decision. 

But my sins, although they are venial, give me serious remorse. 

If you can conveniently do so, go to confession, for the admonition 
and the absolution of the confessor will quiet you. But if you cannot 
go to confession, or if it is not convenient, do not for this reason 
omit Holy Communion. If, as I hope, you are repentant, Holy 
Communion itself will remit these sins. 

I am afraid of no longer feeling the effect if | communicate 
frequently. 

Why? Is it because the Sacrament, when it is received often, 
loses its efficacy? Who tells you that? Indeed, when we receive 
often and with the proper dispositions, Jesus will produce ever greater 
effects, because He will find our hearts ever better disposed. 

And yet, when I communicate seldom I feel greater fervor. 

Greater sensible fervor, perhaps, yes. But this is not the fervor 
which Jesus desires. He desires the fervor of the will, which con- 
sists in the disposition to unite oneself always more with Him, to 
love Him with all one’s heart, and to be always ready to lose 
everything, even life itself, rather than offend Him. Communicate 
often and with the proper disposition, and this fervor, instead of 
diminishing, will burn in your heart as fire burns when it is fed 
with well dried wood. 

I have such great defects, and when I communicate I fear to 
give scandal.

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To whom? To the good? No, for they also have their defects. 
which they are seeking to correct. To the evil? No, because they 
do not heed you; or if their ill will stirs them up against you, 
they will, by taking scandal, commit an offense greater than your 
defects, against the virtues which you have or wish to acquire. 
Furthermore, being reproved by the evil is a source of merit to you. 

“My daughter,” Jesus one day said to St. Frances of Rome, who 
did not dare to communicate on account of her faults, “My daughter, 
the faults into which you fall should not keep you away from My 
Heavenly Table; rather, approach more frequently and you will find 
there a remedy for all your miseries.” 

Example of Leon De Lamoriciere 
1806 — 1865 

Leon De Lamoriciere, the conqueror of the Arabs, the hero of 
Constantina, who in 1848 performed marvelous feats of valor in 
Paris, later renounced the baton of marshal so as not to go against 
his conscience, and sacrificed himself to defend Pius IX. This great 
statesman used to pray with his children and also accompanied his 
little ones to catechism class, heard their lessons and explained them. 

While he was at Brussels, a celebrated writer arrived there. On 
the very evening of his arrival this man wrote to Lamoriciere, ask- 
ing him for an interview the next morning at seven o'clock, because, 
as he said, “I am going to Waterloo, and I need you so I can 
better study the battle-field which I wish to describe.” Lamoriciere 
replied: “I shall be with you tomorrow, not at seven, however, but 
at eight, because at seven I shall go to Holy Mass.” He wrote thus 
in order to confess his religion openly and to produce a salutary 
impression upon the mind of his friend, who, he knew, had need 
of faith, Nor was his pious ingenuity without results. 

He had some scruples about frequent Communion, and one day 
when he was talking upon this subject with the pastor of his parish, 
he said: “We are not worthy to communicate so often.” The pastor 
answered: “That is true; no one is worthy, but we need It. Com- 
munion is not a reward for virtue, but a help to practice it.” 

Lamoriciere reflected upon this for an instant; then he said: 
“Twenty-five thousand bad reasons for not communicating frequently 
have been told me; you have given me one good reason which 
counteracts them all.” Then, turning to his daughter, he said: “My 
dear, communicate as often as you can.” He accompanied her to 
the Sacred Table; and he who on the field of battle had remained 
unmoved in the greatest dangers, was now moved even to tears. _

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An Ancient Irish Eucharistic Hymn 


N the famous Ambrosian Library in Milan is an ol¢ Irish 
manuscript dating from the seventh century. It c: stains 
the beautiful hymn to the Blessed Sacrament, which we 
are told in the Leabhar Breac was written by St. Secun- 
dinus, one of the earliest companions of St. Patrick, and 

some say his nephew. The “Sancti Venite” is the earliest Eucharistic 

hymn now extant in the Church. This fact is attested by no less an 
authority than Rev. P. Thurston, S.J., who describes it as “a remarkable 
liturgical monument, nothing. less than the earliest known Eucharistic 
hymn.” The Irish poet who wrote it put into his verses the same 
sentiments of faith and humility and love as St. Thomas put into 
his great Eucharistic hymns; but be it. remembered that the “Sancti 

Venite” was composed and sung in the churches of all Ireland at 

least five and one-half centuries before St. Thomas was born.

Though little else is known of St. Secundinus, his voice speaks to 
us through the ages, telling us in unmistakable terms the faith of the 
Irish people in the Adorable Sacrament, and their ardent feeling of 
the need and longing that draws men to the embrace of their blessed 
Savior in Holy Communion.
